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THE PAMPHLET LIBRARY TOOL.*

The pamphlet was chosen the subject this paper not ex- 
ploit something new, but give deserved attention the old. The 
library journals contain frequent references pamphlets and their 
care. Dr. Jaeger! the Bulletin the Medical Library Association 
given the little book their attention; but the medical librarian has not 
had his say subject that peculiarly his. 

the first place wish explain our own methods with the re- 
print, the Academy, and then discuss the medical reprint general. 

pamphlet, according the definition obtaining the Academy 
Medicine, paper-covered book less than pages which not 
part periodical serial. Under this definition exclude re- 
ports, supplements, bulletins, but include monograph number 
serial when occurs duplicate. This material, then, includes two 
groups publications, those independent issue differing from books 
only lack binding, and that great multitude pamphlets known 
reprints. 

Our treatment pamphlets according the following pro- 
gram. this material comes from day day divided into 
two groups, the old and the new. Those printed before 1911, 
arbitrary date, into one class; those 1912 later into 
the new current lot. exception this respect inaugural 
dissertations, which put with the current pamphlets. When suf- 
ficient number has accumulated, say hundred more, each group 
alphabetted author and filed with its kind uncatalogued ma- 
terial. The old ones are filed the existing collection antiques, 
now amounting about 8,000. These pamphlets not having been 
catalogued are kept separate from our regular pamphlet collection. 
The pamphlets the later dates are also alphabetted and filed with 
those uncatalogued similar dates, which also keep separate from 
others.

Suggestions for the development scientific libraries, special 
reference authors’ separates.

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These two files are similar respect the method accretions, 
but unlike the later treatment. The old ones are being added to, 
but few are removed from them for cataloguing. The new ones, 
the other hand, are continually process being catalogued and 
added the library pamphlet collection. When opportunity offers 
all the pamphlets under the letter let say, are taken the cata- 
logue, compared, the duplicates are marked, those retained have 
subjects assigned, cards are written, the pamphlets are entered the 
pamphlet accession book and the accession number written the 
card call number; the cards are filed the catalogue; and the 
are filed the pamphlet author and then 
number under each name. The boxes are the Woodruff File 
Holder, cases, boxes the case and each box holding about 
200 pamphlets when full, present total 66,000. this process 
may filing away pamphlets under accessioning others under 
writing cards for assigning subjects for and searching the 
catalogue for other words, alphabetic order maintained 
throughout, with the stream pamphlets flowing smoothly, even 
times its current glacial slowness. Thus pamphlet un- 
known date may among those just arrived either the old new 
lots uncatalogued ones; its order the process cataloguing 
our regular file; out the library. the last two conditions 
there should card the catalogue for it. 

give the pamphlet the same cataloguing that give 
book, our cards include references papers that quite possibly would 
entirely missed depended solely upon the usual indexes. 
this way, too, find almost unique papers that might never other- 
wise found. Thus have but one entry the theory and prac- 
tice making ice cream, bulletin the Vermont Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, pamphlet pages. Our catalogue, then, 
more often than not our court first resort. that does not show 
recent article the subject asked for, with bibliography, per- 
haps, boot, then turn other The saying that 
librarian does not use his catalogue not true with us. 

the case references that prove wrong which our 
volume happens missing try our catalogue for reprint and 
especially the case where the Jour. the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, Medical Record, New York Medical Journal, other Ameri- 
can periodical involved. Then, too, the case the reader who 
wants read his articles home give him reprints when possible. 
Just the other day one our members was reading the treatment 


pneumonia. From our subject catalogue amassed list 


~ 
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reprints which took out installments ten dozen. This 
enabled him take his pocket substitutes for pounds journals 


each trip. 


Our pamphlet collection was, years ago, arranged chronologi- 
cal order, that order accession. This was found unsatis- 
factory and was changed the present arrangement. The serials, 
journels, etc., which have keep the shelves unbound form, 
either loose packages, are continually getting out place 
being damaged this experience reconciles the absence pamph- 
lets from among the related material book form. Our catalogue 
supplies the deficiency, part least. The uncatalogued pamphlets 
are, course, missing from both arrangements: the class and the 
catalogue subjects; but these are all date previous the 
present decade, and, great part previous the present century, 
feel that are not losing great deal. single class—pamphlets— 
provides the simplest arrangement for returning these their places. 
The more complex the classification the more difficult file and the 
greater danger misplacement. pamphlets above size 
inches have another file, not because like but because 
have to. These are marked the cards quarto pamphlets, and are 
unaccessioned. these have some three four thousand 
some 120 boxes. 

Many librarians and physicians bind their pamphlets volumes 
containing from fifteen fifty even more. For individuals bind 
their own works their own special collections may good 
thing—for them. But for library which must keep utility the 
greatest number mind, this method does not seem appropriate. Such 
binding ties one piece lot say pamphlets. one taken 
out all are out reach others; one lost all are lost; cum- 
bersome and composed reprints where its advantage 
over the bound journal? bind pamphlets not reprints each 
itself would have its good points, but the cost that procedure 
greater than the gain. The pamphlet that does show gain 
when bound the one that showing the wear much borrowing. 
The reprint that gets into covers only the one too large into 
the file with comfort the that has real value, either scientific 
economic. 

There one sort binding that employ. the case the 
one two leaf reprints that have, insert these into paper 
cover taken from some discarded reprint. This cover turned inside 
out usually furnishes enough stiffness preserve life use- 
fulness. Many clippings get this same treatment and assume the rank 
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pamphlets. For some these make defense. clipping— 
vertical—file subjects without cataloguing would sufficient, 
sure. fair proportion clippings are worth the time spent them. 

The pamphlet the early days was simply the small book, sewed 
but not bound. Coming down into the nineteenth century find 
many pamphlet that, little later, corresponds the journal arti- 
cle. these first decades the century, printing became 
more and more popular, the number these small books increases. 
Among them are noticeable the controversy and the scholastic lecture. 
The former are many number considering the personal nature 
their contents which the high altitudes science are abandoned for 
sea-level swamps abuse and invective. The introductory and vale- 
dictory lecture, the other hand, are full the most noble senti- 
ments and lofty flights imagination. These “published the re- 
quest the class”, said, are the larger part the pamphlets 
published before the growth the reprint. 

Inasmuch the pamphlet not always reprint, put the reprint 
practically always pamphlet, will give attention the re- 
print offering the greater front and the greater number points 
attack. 

The reprint began appear force soon after the establishment 
the innumerable medical schools and consequent journals the 
30’s and 40’s. From that time they have been increasing super- 
geometrical ratio. 

The reprint represents certain advantages the editor the 
journal, others the author, and still others the librarian. 

the editor the presentation 250 reprints the article 
the author means attracting writers. may even source 
revenue, the author will stand for 500 thousand reprints 

The author who has found means ethical advertising read- 
ing his paper before the Manhattanville Medical Miracle Men and 
printing later with additions and corrections the Manhattanville 
Medical Mirror, now finds that can spread his Gospel still further 
sowing reprints such fields thinks will give the best harvest. 
Too often the library forgotten this distribution, but house- 
cleaning time are remembered the truckload. 

the librarian the reprint appeals first aid. His catalogue 
may have very select bibliography, all reprint form, feature 
much appreciated the student the subject, for use both the 
library and home. But get them from the authors soon 
they are printed requires never-ceasing campaign. 1906 the Saint 


Louis Medical Society began such campaign and issued bulletins 
the reprints donated the members. When such collection 
known exist gifts will begin come in, but the campaign has 
kept up. After years use reprints, the library and out, 
doctor will approach and say, “Do you care have reprints? have 
some that you can have you want them”. Will the doctors ever 
understand that library the appropriate place deposit printed 
material 

quite evident that very useful medical library could 
made from good collection reprints when properly catalogued. 
About the best and most recent material have many subject 
reprints and our catalogue entries emphasize it. the choice 
were given select with small sum money for certain 
space material from one three divisions, would choose reprints 
journals would our second and books the last choice. 

The practitioner will frequently maintain reprint collection 
his own interests. These are arranged and catalogued various ways. 
classification subjects for such library has been worked out 
and described Miss Van der Osten* from her experience with Dr. 
Janeway’s library. all such collections there one obstacle 
use and preservation—the variety shape and size the reprints. 

Uniformity size sine qua non catalogue cards and pages 
reference books; but reprints range through all sizes from the size 
postal card folio. Even reprints from the same journal 
three different sizes: half-column, full-page and intermediate 
size. Those from the New York Medical Journal and the Medical 
Record are one size; those from the Archives Internal Medicine 
and the American Journal Diseases Children are another 
format, while those from Surgery, Gynecology and Obstetrics and 
some others are usually quarto full-page. seems that 
standard size might very well agreed upon for reprints from the 
two column journals corresponding those from the Journal the 
American Medical Association those from the Medical Record, 
while for the one-column journals another size like that those from 
the Archives. This means two sizes (better certainly than half 
dozen), but concession the cost paper that would in- 
volved making the smaller ones larger size. One standard would 
great thing for everybody concerned. Rarely does illustration 
chart extend beyond the limits the page type. The state 
journals have many cases altered their size correspond with re-

handled the same way? 

Many the one-column, octavo size journals have been employ- 
ing system which has usefulness that recommends them the 
librarian. This the printing the reprint correspond the 
journal paging, even the retention the same side the leaf 
the original. The value this lies the facilities gives for 
exact page reference without recourse the magazine itself. some 
the full data printed the outside the cover that the way- 
faring man, though physician, may not err therein. This item 
that every reprint should contain some such position. The Journal 
the American Medical Association gives that information, and 
few others whose reprints bear independent paging. All should 
have it. The Journal Experimental Medicine, well few oth- 
ers, includes another refinement this direction, printing the date 
which the article was received for publication. The question 
date both for purposes reference and for priority thus settled. 
the nadir the reprint which bears only the name the journal 
from which reprinted, having not even the year publication. 
Let the editors these thrown the lions. 

one respect the reprint has advantage over the magazine 
not connected with its size convenience. This the case cer- 
tain reprints, from the Journal the American Medical Association 
and perhaps others, which case reports references omitted from 
the text the original are restored the reprint. 

conclusion would say the librarian: Let bring the 
pamphlet the way should go, that may serve unto the 
third and fourth generation. author: Remember now the libra- 
ries the days thy youth, when the evil days come not and thou 
shalt say, have reprints them. the editor: admonished 
the making many books there end. Take heed the reprint 
that not turn and rend thee. 


THE PHOTOSTAT AND THE LIBRARY.*

The “Photostat”, more less generally known, apparatus 
for photographing printed written documents, drawings, etc., bound 
unbound. prism used connection with the lens that when 
the subject photographed the written printed matter will read 


the annual meeting the Medical Library Association, New York, June 1917. 


from left right the original. dark room unnecessary, 
the operation almost entirely mechanical; the photograph made 
directly upon the surface sensitized paper and for commercial work, 
and majority cases for literary work the first print, what 
known photography negative, all that required. 

cases where desired that the copy should appear the same 
form the original, print taken from the negative which results 
what termed positive; perfect reproduction the original 
except, possibly, the color the paper. When necessary, enlarge- 
ments reductions the original can made without difficulty. 

This description, while short, is, believe, sufficient for the pur- 
pose 

The “Photostat” used extensively various commercial lines 
where absolute accuracy the copying documents required, and 
understand that has been installed several the large public 
libraries and some our universities, but believe that its usefulness 
adjunct the library has scarcely been considered. have 
advanced the arrangement books; our catalogues show what 
have title, author and subject and addition often give the original 
articles many periodical publications rules have been broadened and 
both books and journals are allowed removed from the library 
rooms. fact, everything done facilitate the use the library 


and make the contents its shelves easy access, which should 


be, for such the purpose the library. the same time any sug- 
gestions offered that would lessen the wear and tear and lighten the 
danger serious damage the books, without interfering with the 
usefulness the library, worthy our careful consideration. The 
library not for day year but for generations come. 

There are many valuable periodicals the files which today 
would difficult not impossible complete, was desired 
found necessary, after the conflict Europe has ended. The difficulty 
encountered when attempts are made obtain odd parts publica- 
tions this country well known. 

The book journal from which article copied trans- 
cribed, whether used the library the reader’s home, will show 
some wear used but once; the same volume used frequently, 
the case with many periodicals, the wear and tear marked and 
some instances pages seriously damaged. Take example 
this use, easily verified, the “Index Catalogue” “Index Medicus” 
any the large medical libraries. 

Now believe would step forward the attempt was made 
educate the reader the advantage would him every 
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way the use the “Photostat”. the first place the prints that 
were made articles, long short, would his property would 
have the knowledge that they were absolutely correct, verbatim lit- 
eratim, without danger clerical errors; could cut out what 
wished quote and paste his own could carry 
his pocket meeting half dozen more articles the subject 
hand with the knowledge that what statements choose read 
certain authors could not refuted. Articles foreign languages 
which translations had made could sent where and whom 
was most convenient without thought danger loss damage 
the original. All these advantages and more that have not thought 
of, and addition the question expense favor the “Photo- 
stat.” The cost should not more than for typewriting, and for long 
articles say two more pages, less. 

the library the first benefit the knowledge that while giving 
the fullest service its readers protecting its books and periodi- 
cals, and reducing the trouble soiled, ink-marked and torn pages 
minimum. Hundreds prints can taken with the “Photostat” 
from the same volume without the slightest risk injury the book, 
held box what termed “holder” covered with glass 
during the operation. 

What use the library makes the “Photostat” for its own pur- 
poses will depend largely upon circumstances. What now being 
done the library the College Physicians Philadelphia will 
possibly interest. When the “Photostat” was installed, 
Ist, 1916, was determined the Library Committee that the in- 
cunabula and other rare and priceless books and manuscripts should 
have first attention the copies made bound uniform manner 
and open for the inspection and, when thought desirable, the use 
the readers the originals placed steel cases the stacks. 
This work being carried out, and the present time copies 
thirty incunabula have been made, addition work called for 
readers. have completed three valuable books that were imper- 
fect, lacking one more leaves; the complete works were obtained 
through the courtesy other libraries, photostat copies were made 
the pages wanted and the books returned the owners less than 
week’s time. Such are the courtesies would like see largely ex- 
tended. 

For the sake economy, chemicals and the man’s time, the “Pho- 
tostat” present use only two days the week, Wednesday and 
Friday but ready for use any time provided the quantity the 
work sufficient cover the expense operation. 


1903 read little paper the use the typewriter cata- 
loguing that time the use the typewriter medical libraries, for 
the purpose mentioned, was about rare the use the Photostat 
the library today. Now the typewriter considered part the 
equipment the library without any question expense. trust that 
within few years the “Photostat” will also considered necessary 
part the equipment every library.*

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THE MEDICAL LIBRARY WARTIME. 


Books have been well defined “highly explosive compounds,” 
products the diabolical cerebral chemistry authors. Printers are 
munition workers, publishing houses munition plants, and libraries 
are arsenals where these dangerous ordnance stores are arranged 
rows. Shall define the Librarian the “bronze artillery officer” 
who directs his assistants how send them their destination— 
with the poor bibliographer range-finder? takes man’s weight 
lead kill him, obvious that few the leaden bullets ordi- 
nary pamphleteering and journalistic literature hit their mark, and 
for the “Jack Johnsons,” “Big Berthas” and other cm. effects 
cloth and leather binding, miss good mile. The present 
war has certainly shown that the “pen mightier than the sword.” 
For the spectacled mathematician, physicist chemist, who works 
over his formule even dimmer background than the General 
Staff, really much more dangerous person than the infantryman 
act charge the hostile our large cities, where uni- 
formed Medical Officers and Medical Reserve Officers are much 
evidence, the medical librarian can certainly “do his bit,” that “bit” 
wanted, simply bringing his munition stores the front for 
immediate use. How can this material best exploited? answer
